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Assessment Review 
Should Be Made 
Annually by Schools 


Following 
defeat 
of 
the 


proposed 10-mill school tax in- 
crease last March 9 the directors 
of Hope School District 1-A voted 
Monday night to pass up county- 
wide assessment reform and 
launch a campaign for re- 
assessment within the district 
alone. 


The board felt it was doubtful a 


county-wide program would 
succeed, but chances were pretty 
good in the district alone—a 
decision in which this newspaper 
concurs. 


Extended a special invitation 


to Monday's meeting and called 
upon to make a public statement, 
your editor pledged to help the 
re-assessment program with all 
this newspaper's resources. 


Obviously local citizens are not 


contributing a fair share in 
support of the local schools. The 
1971-72 district budget projects 
local support at 
$496,303— 


against a $650,068 contribution by 
the state. 


How times have changed was 


recalled by your editor who 
served a three-year term as 
school director 30 years ago. 
Then the schools were financed 
100 per cent locally. I recalled 
how we were shocked a little 
later to discover one rural 
Hempstead county district even 
back then was receiving 90 per 
cent state aid. 


In the years since practically 


all Arkansas districts have 
learned to lean on state aid, and 
the level of local property 
assessments has failed to keep 
up with the inflation that is 
nation-wide. It appeared to your 
editor, I told the board Monday, 
t,hat 
Hempstead 
county 


assessments are only twice the 
depression level, and they should 
be three times that depression 
level on the property existing in 
1929-33—plus a further upward 
adjustment to allow for new 
construction and annexations to 
the Hope district. 


The proposed cost of a re- 


assessment program in the Hope 
district alone is estimated at 
$37,010 a year. 


I told the board Monday night I 


thought this should be made a 
standing expense every year "to 
hold intact the original gains 
made by the first re-assessment 
program." I suggested that 
unless the school board and the 
district's concerned citizens 
united in demanding fair and 
equitable assessments there was 
no hope whatever for 
the 


resolution of the local schools' 
financial problems. 


Millage hikes alone are futile, I 


said, as evidenced by the 
recurring demands for higher 
levies. 


The fault lies with the lack of 


policing of today's voluntary 
assessments—a job formerly 
done by school boards and school 
patrons. It's a job we have to 
return to, and the cost of it should 
be included annually in the 
school board's calculations.

in Laos Area

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese 5 
troops continued to 


withdraw from the Sepone area 
of Laos today under heavy ene- 
my pressure, abandoning an- 
other firebase it ran out of am- 
munition, according to reports 
from the northern front. 


The South Vietnamese fled 


from Firebase Lolo, nine miles 
southeast of Sepone, because 
U.S. helicopters couldn't get 
through the hail of North Viet- 
namese 
antiaircraft 
fire 
to 


bring them artillery shells. 


About 1,500 men of the 1st In- 


fantry Division pulled out of 
Lolo Monday night and made a 
night march to Landing Zone 
Brown, another South Vietnam- 
ese base five miles to the east. 


The South Vietnamese spiked 


their artillery pieces and left 
them behind. Immediately after 
the withdrawal, U.S. B52 bomb- 
ers attacked the base and the 
area around it. 


The South Vietnamese Com- 


mand in Saigon refused to ad- 
mit the withdrawal. "South 
Vietnamese forces still hold 
Fire Support Base Lolo," said a 
spokesman, Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien. "We will not comment on 
press reports." 


Lolo had been under tank and 


artillery attack since Sunday 
night, and two North Vietnam- 
ese regiments were believed 
moving against the base. Three 
South Vietnamese soldiers had 
been reported killed and more 
than a score wounded, but 
there was no report on casu- 
alties during the final hours of 
fighting or during the night 
withdrawal. 


Other military sources 'specu- 


lated, however, that the South 
Vietnamese pulled out of the 
Sepone area because of a mas- 
sive North Vietnamese buildup 
there. The fighting around Lolo 
Monday indicated that Saigon's 
forces may have to abandon 
plans for a thorough search 
along Route 914 and fight a 
rear guard action as they re- 
treat toward the border. 


The Viet Cong claimed on a 


radio broadcast 
that 
Pathet 


Lao infantrymen launched a 
major attack early today, wip- 
ing out a battalion of the South 
Vietnamese 1st Regiment and 
"destroying" three others. 


"At the present time, the ene- 


my is fleeing in confusion in 
the jungles and mountains," 
the broadcast claimed. "Pathet 
Lao forces are encircling and 
destroying them."

the third time in the past five 
years, UCLA has been named 
college basketball's top team 
on The Associated Press poll 
even though 16 ballots failed to 
name the mighty, once-beaten 
Bruins. 


UCLA, winner of six of the 


last seven NCAA titles, used a 
73-€2 thrashing of previously 
third-ranked Southern Cal last 
Saturday to pad their 
final 


margin over Marquette to 39 
points. 


UCLA Coach John Wooden 


winner of 502 games as a Bruin 
in 23 seasons, said he was 
pleased with the ranking but 
reminded that in college bas- 
ketball, the national collegiate 
tent permits crowning of the 
on-the-court champion. 


The Bruins, 25-1, received 28 


of the 44 first place votes cast 
by sports writers and broad- 
casters for 616 points. 


Second was unbeaten Mar- 


quette with 10 first place votes 
and 577 points. Marquette ran 
its season winning skein to 27 
games with a 62-47 rout of 
Miami of Ohio last Saturday to 
stay ahead of the only other un- 
beaten team, Penn, also 27-0. 


Penn polled four No. 1 votes 


and 469 points for third. 


Fourth and fifth, respective- 


ly, were Kansas, 
25-1, and 


Southern California, 24-2, each 
with one first place vote. 


Rounding out the top 10 were 


South Carolina, Western Ken- 
tucky, Kentucky, Fordham and 
Ohio State. Fordham moved up 
a notch to ninth and Ohio 
State's Buckeyes, No. 12 a 
week ago, stepped into the cov- 


eted top 10. 


Jacksonville, an upset loser 


by 74-72 to Western Kentucky 
last week which dropped the 
Dolphins out of the NCAA tour- 
nament, also dropped them out 
of the top 10, from No. 9 to No. 
11. 


Notre Dame, the only team to 


beat the No. 1 rated Bruins this 
year, was No. 12. The Irish 
record of 20-7 was achieved 
through one of the toughest 
schedules in college basketball. 
North Carolina was 13th follow- 
ed by Houston, Duquesne, Long 
Beach State, Tennessee, Villa-

Forced Fingerprinting 


Arrested for a traffic offense, 


Harold objected strenuously to 
being fingerprinted. He 
finally 


gave in, but only under protest. 
Shortly afterward he filed suit 
against the city, demanding that 
his prints be destroyed. 


"They were taken by force," 


he pointed out at a court hearing. 
"That was a violation of my con- 
stitutional rights. According to 
the Fifth Amendment, no one 
shall be forced to be a witness 
against himself." 


However, 
the 
court 
ruled 


against Harold, saying he could 
no more withhold 
his finger- 


prints than he could mask his 


face or cover up a tattoo. 


"The witness does not testify," 


said the- court. "The 
facts speak 


for themselves." 


Generally 
speaking, 
courts 


have agreed that forced finger- 
printing is not a violation of the 
Fifth Amendment. 


But another objection has also 


been raised: isn't this an inva- 
sion of privacy? A man arrested 
on a misdemeanor charge made 
that argument in opposing the 
fingerprint 
procedures 
of 
the 


local police. 


But 
this objection 
too was 


turned down in court. Calling at- 
tention to the great need for 
fingerprinting 
in 
law 
enforce- 


ment, the judge said: 


'The right of privacy has its 


limitations and is not always su- 
perior to the rights of the public. 
The taking of fingerprints is a 
humiliation to which a possibly 
innocent person must submit for 
the benefit of society." 


Of course fingerprints, like all 


facts, are neutral. They may be 
just as useful in proving a man's 
innocence 
as 
in 
proving 
his 


guilt. 


In a murder case, a bottle 


found at the scene of the killing 
had several fingerprints 
on it. 


But none matched those of the 
man arrested for the crime. The 
prosecutor decided that since the 
prints did not help his case, he 
would not bring them into court 
at all. 


But at the trial, the defense 


attorney said the fingerprint evi- 
dence should be brought in for 
the benefit of the prisoner. To 
the court, this was "elemental 
justice." The prints were duly 
displayed to the jury — and helped 
the prisoner go free.

China Seeks 
Ports in 
Indian Ocean

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 


intelligence sources say China 
is trying to lease port facilities 
in Ceylon, which could give 
Peking a strategic toehold in 
the Indian Ocean. 


The Red Chinese want a new 


port at Trincomalee to service 
naval and merchant 
ships, 


these sources say. 


Intelligence analysts expect 


the Ceylonese government will 
be receptive to the Chinese 
overtures, though favoring an 
arrangement that would limit 
port use to merchant craft. 


This report coincides with 


other intelligence information 
that the Chinese have con- 
verted a 12,000 ton cargo vessel 
into a missile tracking ship. 


American officials interpret 


deployment of the tracking ship 
as indicating Peking may be 
near its long awaited first full 
test of an intercontinental bal- 
listic missile, using the far 
reaches of the Indian Ocean as 
a test range. 


Already concerned about So- 


viet penetration of the Indian 
Ocean, U.S. strategists now see 
the possibility of the other 
Communist superpower moving 
into an area once dominated by 
the British Navy but now with- 
out any major Western military 
presence. 


American officials described 


Trincomalee as an excellent 
harbor and say it potentiaoly is 
one of the best military com- 
plexes in Asia. 


The Russian navy, which be- 


gan cruising the Indian Ocean 
more or less regularly some 
three years ago, has concen- 
trated its operations in the 
Western part where it could in- 
fluence Moslem and African na- 
tions. 


While China still is far below 


naval parity with Russia or the 
United States, it is moving to 
strengthen and expand its sea 
forces.

Officers to 
Decide Fate 
of Co/fey

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


Six battle-tempered Army ca- 
reer officers begin today to as- 
sess the guilt or innocence of 
Lt. William L. Calley Jr., ac- 
cused of the murder of My Lai 
civilians. 


It is the third anniversary of 


the Saturday morning assault 
on the South China Sea hamlet, 
an event described by a con- 
gressional committee as "a 
tragedy of major proportions." 


Calley, then 24, and leader of 


an understrength platoon that 
had been in Vietnam less than 
four months, could be 
sen- 


tenced to death if convicted of 
any of four murder specifica- 
tions against him. The govern- 
ment charges that civilians he 
shot or ordered executed total- 
ed not less than 102. 


"It's tragic that I would have 


to stand here and argue here 
before 
you 
the 
number of 


people," said Capt. 
Aubrey 


Daniel, the Army prosecutor, 
who is only two years Galley's 
senior. 


With a staccato delivery that 


seemed out of place with his 
soft Southern drawl, Daniel re- 
counted the testimony of major 
witnesses among the nearly 100 
in the four-months old trial. He 
quit for the night Monday with 
a taxed throat, 2M> hours into 
his summation. 


Daniel was to finish today, 


covering Galley's claim that he 
was obeing superior orders. 
Then it would be the defense's 
turn. The trial judge said the 
jury would have the case by 
nightfall. 


The jury will have the choice 


of four verdicts: first degree 
murder with a life or death 
sentence; second degree murder 
with a maximum of life in pris- 
on; voluntary manslaughter 
with a maximum of 10 years on 
each count; and acquittal on all 
four specifications. 


Describing the shooting of a 


child, one of two single mur- 
ders asserted in the charges, 
Daniel said: 


"Without hesitation: Without 


hesitation, gentlemen, he look- 
ed down his weapon and fired. 


"Do you think he missed? Do 


you think he wanted to miss? 
He didn't hesitate. He raised 
the weapon up and squeezed 
that trigger and that baby was 
at the end of that rifle barrel." 


In his two days on the wit- 


ness stand Calley admitted that 
he was at a drainage ditch east 
of the village where the govern- 
ment charges he killed at least 
70. Calley said six to eight of 
fewer than 18 bullets that he 
fired that day were expanded 
at the ditch. 


A dozen witnesses variously 


estimated the number of bodies 
in the ditch from 30 to 100. 


"There were perhaps 75-100 


people in that ditch," Daniel 
said. 


"Twelve members of the ac- 


cused's platoon have placed the 
accused at the irrigation ditch. 
Do you think the accused could 
net on the witness stand and 
deny that he was at the irriga- 
tion ditch''"
